Fortune In Back Pay 


CLA RK A IR BASE. Philip­ 
pines (A P) — “ Look at the 
money I ’m going to get!” ex­ 
claimed Capt. 
William 
J. 
Henderson as he looked at a 
military pay chart. 
The 25-year-old pilot from 
Milwaukee, Wis., who was 
shot down April 3, 1972, did 
some quick mathematics as 
he and 31 other men flew 
from Hanoi Tuesday. It was 
more than $10,000. 
Other POW s— pilots held 
since 1966 and 
1967—have 
found as much as $100,000 
built up in their accounts. 
But all of them are seeing 
only $250 in “ casual pay” 
until they return home.

throwing $60,000 or so around 
here,

Homecoming 
official.

want them to have it when 
they get back to the States 
and are able to talk to their 
families and figure out how 
they should spend it, 
“ A lot of these guys are get­ 
ting a lot of money.

The $250 is spent in the 
Clark Field PX .

their families. 
Some have trouble with 
even $250. 
“ I ’m going to have to learn 
how to spend money again,” 
said Maj. Terry J. Uyeyama, 
27, of Austin, Tex., as he 
bought presents for his wife 
earlier this month. 
“ It can be like a candy 
store,” said Capt. Lorren H. 
Torrleson, 32, of Carmichael, 
Calif. “ You’re just so over­ 
come you don’t know what 
really to get. We’re not used 
to making decisions on our 
own." 
The civilians freed by the 
Viet Cong and North Vietna­ 
mese have also received back 
pay from their employers, 
but Clark officials were 
unsure about how much.

Economic Policy Needs Clarification 


If the House does the expected and follows 
the Senate in voting to extend the govern­ 
ment’s basic wage and price control authority 
until June 30, 1974, we hope President Nixon 
doesn’t interpret the action as full en­ 
dorsement of his economic policy. 
The Senate showed its concern over serious 
inflationary pressure by attempting to add 
specific controls to the extension bill, but 
succeeded only in tacking on an amendment 


Chinese Clam Peril 


The Chinese are coming, the Chinese are 
coming. 
The Chinese clam, that is. 
So named because it was believed to have 
been introduced into California in the 1880s by 
Chinese im m igrants from Canton, the 
mollusk has been discovered for the first time 
in the Northeast. 
According to scientists at the new Delaware 
Museum of Natural History, who found 
specimens in the Delaware River between 
Philadelphia and Trenton, the clams have 
disrupted the balance of nature in several 
major U. S. waterways, 
While only three-quarters of an inch long, 
the clams multiply rapidly, crowding out 
native underwater life, because they have no 
natural enemy in American habitats. 
An article in the museum’s publication, 
Nautilus, oldest journal of conchology in the 
United States, 
also 
reports 
clam 
ac­ 
cumulations in the Savannah River near 
Millhaven, Ga. and in the Pee Dee River near 
Society Hill, S.C. 
In Canton, the mollusk is known as the 
“good luck clam” and is eaten as part of the 
Chinese New Year meal. 
“No such luck here,” observes museum 
conchologist Dr. R. Tucker Abbot.

imposing mandatory rent controls for some 
metropolitan areas. 
IF HOUSE ACTION goes as anticipated, 
the President will have the authority he has 
asked with only slight modifications. What 
the President does at that point is of critical 
importance to the nation’s economy. 
Should he decide to do nothing more for 
awhile on the strength of what he sees as a 
congressional endorsement or on the sup­ 
position that time will heal the economy, then 
we all are in for a rough ride. There simply is 
too much confusion, guesswork and reliance 
on voluntary action in Phase III for it to be an 
effective inflation deterrent. 
For a control program to produce the 
desired effect, it has to live up to its name — it 
has to set limits. It cannot be a sometime 
thing with disputed guidelines for union and 
management officials to go by — under a 
vague threat of being pummeled with 
something called a big stick hidden away in 
some nebulous closet. 
If economic volunteerism worked there 
would have been no need for the imposition of 
controls in the first place. And despite the 
great need for economic restraint, we have 
seen no indication that volunteerism was 
miraculously reformed during Phase I and n 
and now is ready to carry the burden of 
restoring stability to the nation’s economy in 
Phase III. 
Mr. Nixon is going to have to be specific 
about controls or he is going to have to 
abandon the idea entirely and let wages and 
prices find their own level. 
CERTAINLY EACH 
policy has its 
disadvantages but to combine the two in­ 
compatibles into a “ flexible control” 
program such as Phase III is to reap the 
negative effects of both — higher prices and 
costs, more inflation and the inequities 
produced by a partially controlled economy. 
It is incumbent upon Mr. Nixon to clarify 
this point: Are we going to have controls? If 
the answer is yes, then Phase III has to be 
specific with its figures. And this should be 
done quickly to lift the curtain of confusion 
which now exists. 
What we are asking for is an economic 
statement from Mr. Nixon which makes 
everything “perfectly clear.”

These have 
been months of embarrass­ 
ment, discomfort, bewilder­ 
ment. and shame. We have 
apologized, minimized, and 
justified. Both in public and 
in private life, Republicans 
have shown surpassing loy­ 
alty. 
But loyalty has its 
limits, and mine, at least, 
have been reached 
ONE THING HAS follow­ 
ed upon the heels of another. 
There was the settlement of 
ITT s antitrust case. There 
was the milk deal, the wheat 


deal, the carpet deal. June 
brought Watergate. Now we 
learn of the Vesco deal. A rich 
woman has bought herself a 
pretty title: She is Mrs. Am­ 
bassador now. ITT, it de­ 
velops. once seriously pro­ 
posed to buy from the CIA a 
million dollars’ worth of sub­ 
version. 
This has been a year of 
charge and accusation, of 
innuendo and suspicion, of 
images that linger in the 
mind: Dita Beard in a buffet 
line, would-be burglars in a 
darkened office, money — big 
money, cash money — hand- 
delivered in packets of $100 
bills. The tragic tale has been 
played on a shadowed stage. 


Characters come and go, 
their roles unclear, their lines 
obscured, their presence 
clearly felt if still unseen. 
Those of us in the audience, 
mystified and anxious, have 
prayed for some burst of 
cleansing light, some blazing' 
sunshine that would burn the 
noxious mist away. We have 
prayed in vain. Denials firm 
have been followed by denials 
not quite so firm. Events that 
should have been explained 
have gone unexplained. The 
White House record, by and 
large, has been a record of 
evasion, dissembling, ex­ 
postulation, and silence. 
THE ANGUISHED heart 
will not be stilled: What in the

Why shouldn’t I 
be mad about what the Re­ 
publicans did at the Water- 


ate when I’m paying $1.35 
or two pork chops?” 
“ BUT, HELMUT, 
why 
didn’t you get mad at the time 
the crime was committed?” 
“Because McGovern was 
running for President. I 
didn’t want to believe the 
Nixon people would do such 
things, because if I did, that 
meant I would have voted for 
the Democrats.” 
“Helmut, if it is a moral 
issue now, it was a moral 
issue then. You can’t get mad 
about the Watergate because 
food prices have gone up.” 
“Who says I can’t? You 
don’t seem to understand 
much about the American 
people. As long as the econ­ 
omy is good, wages are high 
and inflation is in check, they 
couldn’t care less what the 
Republicans were doing to 
the Democrats. But now that 
inflation is running wild, the 
stock market is at its lowest 
ebb and the dollar is in so 
much trouble, we’re seeing 
the Watergate in a new light. 
Something is rotten in Den­ 
mark and I hope the Senate 
Investigating Committee gets 
to the bottom of it.”

“ I CAN’T THINK of a bet­ 
ter reason for the President 
to lower food prices,” I said.

As the clerk 
rang up each item on his cash 
register, Helmut mumbled,

L. Patrick Gray, where 
were you when we needed 
you? ...” 
I was terribly embarrassed 
when it came my turn to pay 
for my basket of food, and I 
apologized to the cashier for 
Helmut’s behavior. 
“ THINK NOTHING of it,” 
the clerk said. “Everyone 
who comes to my counter has 
been talking to himself about 
the Watergate since sausage 
meat went up to 95 cents a 
pound.” 


The Drive for Safer Highways

The 
highways around the Nation’s 
Capitai hold hundreds of 
hazards for the unsuspecting 
motorist. 
The point was made earlier 
this week when several 
congressmen and reporters 
were taken on a two-hour tour 
that included stretches of 
interstate highway, a park­ 
way and a rural country road. 
Along the interstate were 
hundreds of light poles that 
could stop a motorist dead — 
there were very few new, 
safer, “break-away” posts. 


fcUARD RAILS with blunt 
“ sp ear” 
ends 
were 
in 
abundance, and many rails 
were not long enough to 
protect a m otorist from 
plunging over a steep em­ 
bankment. 


Dn the parkway, some 
guardrails were made of 
square boulders — “just high 
enough to make a car flip,” 
one observer noted. 
The problems were com­ 
pounded on the rural road. 
Much of the highway was 
unmarked. Several portions 
with visible markings in­ 
dicated it was safe to pass

Rural Tax Incentives 


A tax incentive which is 
also a job-creating incentive 
* sounds like a good idea to a 
majority of the independent 
business community. 
A nticipating 
renew ed 
support in the new Congress 
2 for legislation to stimulate 
new jobs and businesses in 
rural areas, the National 
Federation of Independent 
Business finds 57 percent of 
the small and independent 
proprietors in favor of this 
proposal. Its poll shows 33 
percent in opposition and the 
remaining 10 percent taking 
no firm position. 
The Rural Job Develop­ 
ment proposal calls for three 
tax incentives to influence 
new businesses to locate in 
rural areas. In addition to 
stium ulating 
the

economy, sponsors believe it 
would stem the relentless 
m igration of rural job­ 
seekers into metropolitcan 
areas, which compounds 
urban problems. 
OHIO independent owners

The Federation, on

Development 
legislation through a cam­

Half of the U. S. Senators 
and some 150 Represen­ 
tatives endorsed rural tax 
incentive bills during the 92nd 
Congress. Leading sponsors 
were Senator James Pear­ 
son, Kansas, and Reps. Keith 
Sebelius, Kansas, and Joe L. 
Evins, Tennessee. 
“Most Americans would 
really prefer to live in the 
countryside if they could only 
be assured 
the economic 
opportunity that will allow 
them to earn a decent living 
and 
provide 
for 
their 
families,” said Rep. Sebelius. 
RURAL JOB 
Develop­ 
ment legislation has been 
boosted as a 
“ no-cost” 
solution 
to 
both 
rural 
stagnation 
and 
urban 
population pressures, since it 
calls for no expenditures by 
the governm ent. Business 
firms who qualify would be 
eligible for an additional 7 
percent Investment Credit on 
equipment purchases, ac­ 
celerated depreciation, and 
tax deduction of 50 percent of 
wages paid during on-the-job 
training for a limited time. 
There would be no revenue 
loss to the government, but 
rather the government would 
take a smaller slice of ear­ 
nings 
from 
expanded 
business activity, which 


might not be started without 
the incentives.

M I 8 S O U R 1 
businessman wrote in sup­ 
port of the legislation: “ We 
have grown from an average 
of about 25 employes to 100. It 
has not been easy and we 
continually lose good help to 
the expensive but high- 
paying cities. Growth can be 
made in rural areas, but help 
is needed to offset 
the 
training expenses, extra 
freight, extra phone calls, 
and inconvenience of repair 
parts and supplies. The cities 
will scream that this is un­ 
fair. but legislation to help 
the rural areas can be the 
salvation of our cities.” 
An 
earlier 
Federation 
survey showed 
that 
in­ 
dependent owners generally 
would like to see more jobs in 
their communities, even if 
.this means increased com­ 
petition and higher local 
taxes. 


CONGRESS PASSED 
a 
Rural Development Act in 
late 1972, providing grants 
and loans through the F ar­ 
mers Home Administration 
to encourage rural residents 
to acquire or establish small 
businesses.

A study at the University of 
California has discovered 
some peculiar things about 
men and women. 


For instance, 
when 
a 
woman is in the company of 
other women, 
she will often 
see herself as 
a leader, but 
in the com­ 
pany of men 
whe will more 
than 
likely 
select a man 
as leader. 
This is not 
new, as women’s lib leaders 
have often pointed out. The 
interesting thing is 
the 
behavior of men. In mixed 
groups, they are likely to 
choose themselves as leader 
over the women, but when in 
an all-male group, they select 
themselves as leader less 
often than do women in ail- 
female erouDS. 


IN 
TERMS 
OF 
per­ 
centages, women perceived 
tnemselves as leader 24 per 
cent of the time in all-female 
groups, but this decreased to 
a mere 3.6 per cent of the 
time in mixed groups. Men 
increased their self-choice as 
leader from 19 per cent of the 
time in all-male groups to 27.7 
per cent in mixed groups. 


Why the difference in the 
two 
situations? 
The 
sociologists who conducted 
the study at the U. of C. 
Riverside campus gave this 
answer: 
Traditionally, males have 
been 
vested 
with 
the 
leadership role, and thus both 
men and women in mixed 
groups have a greater ten­ 
dency to choose men as 
leaders. But in single-sex 
groups, a woman can feel 
freer to choose herself or 
another woman as leader 
icause no men are present 
therefore, she is not 
itened 
with 
the 


of 
traditional perception 
male dominance. 
WHAT IS surprising, say 
the researchers, is not that 
men accept a dominant role 
and assign a subordinate role 
to women, but that women do 
the same thing to essentially 
the same degree. 
"Men 
and 
women 
discriminate equally against 
women,” they conclude. 


Backward 
Glance

In the pioneer days what is 
now S. Lincoln Ave., was 
Lisbon 
St. 
When Israel 
Gaskill came here in 1805 he 
purchased the land which 
now covers the southeast 
corner of Salem. He lived in a 
wagon until he built a cabin 
and lived in it until he built a 
brick house on what is now' S. 
Lincoln Ave., according to 
George 
Hunt, 
Salem 
historian. 
This house is believed to be 
what is now 443 S. Lincoln. 
Research reveals that it was 
also the home of George 
Street, son of Zadok Street, 
Jr., and-his wife, Sibyl, a 
minister in the Society of 
Friends. There is also a 
building on S. Broadway 
named Sibyl. 
In 1899, Erfimor W. Silver, 
superintendent of the old 
Silver & Deming Manufac­ 
turing Co., purchased this 
house and restored it. He put 
the porch and pillars on the 
house as it now stands. The 
Silvers lived there until the 
death of Mr. Silver in 1926. 
That same year the Fred W. 
Snyder family moved in the 
house. Mrs. Silver died five* 
years after Mr. Silver. 
The Snyders 
sdd the 
property in ’72 to the Robert 
Logan family and moved to 
E. Third St. The yellow paint 
has been sanded off and the 
house looks like new. 


when it was not. A half dozen 
kinds of guardrails had been 
used during various stages of 
construction.

Over 57,000 people died on 
highways last year and more 
than 2 million people were 
injured. 
The purpose of the tour was 
to lobby for a new bill now 
making its way through 
Congress which would clear 
up the common problems 
which can be found on nearly 
any highway in the nation. 
The Senate has already 
passed a measure that would 
spend $500 million annually to 
u p g ra d e 
ra il-h ig h w a y 
crossings, replace or repair 
bridges, paint rural roads 
and upgrade accident-prone 
parts of highways. The House 


is considering a measure that 
would spend slightly less than 
$1 billion annually. 
Among those on the tour 
were Reps. John A. Blatnik, - 
Minn., 
and 
William • H. 
Harsha, R-Ohio. Blatnick is 
charman of the House Public 
Works Committee, the panel 
that writes Federal highway 
legislation. 
Harsha, 
the 
ranking Republican on the 
committee, has introduced 
the House bill. 


THE BILL WOULD 
be 
tacked onto the highway 
measure Congress is now 
writing, 
and 
a 
safety 
measure of some sort seems 
likely to pass this year. 
“ Obviously there is no 
systematic care being taken 
of these things,” Blatnik 
noted during the tour. “You 
even find some of the same 
problems in new roads.” 
The House 
bill 
would 
require states 
to identify 
problem areas, draw up a list 
of priority projects and make 
annual progress reports to 
the Federal government. 
According to Harsha. three 
fourths of the roads in the U. 
S. are not marked. It is on 
these rural roads that two 
thirds of the accidents occur, 
he said.

world is wrong with Richard 
Nixon? One might have sup­ 
posed, looking back 20 years 
to the time of the “Nixon 
fund” and the Checkers 
speech, that he above all men 
would be keenly sensitive, 
acutely sensitive, to the 
slightest appearance of im­ 
propriety. Clean as a hound’s 
tooth! That was the standard 
Dwight Eisenhower fixed, 
and to that standard Nixon 
once willingly repaired. 
No such telling phrase has 
come from Nixon’s lips these 
past 12 months. An ugly 
charge was voiced a year 
ago: The International Tele­ 
phone & Telegraph Cor­ 
poration, caught in a crucial 
antitrust prosecution, had 
wangled a favorable settle­ 
ment out of court; in return, 
or so it was implied, ITT had 
made a generous offer to­ 
ward a Republican conven­ 
tion in San Diego. 


IN THE FACE OF such a 
charge — a charge of corrup­ 
tion — it was not too much to 
expect an angry and explo­ 
sive reaction from the Presi­ 
dent himself. We should have 
had instant documentation of 
the facts, full exposure of the 
truth, complete access to 
every person and every rec­ 
ord, and if there were indeed 
malfeasance, we should have 
heard the sound of rolling 
heads. Nothing of the sort oc­ 
curred. 
By the end of June, ten days 
after the news of the Water­ 
gate bugging burst upon 
Washington, it was clear to 
every schoolboy that this was 
no “caper.” The astounding, 
dismaying truth began to 
emerge that men in high 
places had known, or should 
have known, of this squalid, 
disgraceful, and inexcusable 
affair. 
Yet 
that 
truth 
emerged in bits and pieces, 
not with the eager help of an 
outraged 
President, 
but 
against a wall of hostility, in­ 
difference, and resistance. 
RECENT 
revelations of 
the “Vesco deal” are for me 
the last straw. It is incredi­ 
ble, simply incredible, that 
the President’s advisers 
could have accepted one 
penny, or made one telephone 
call, or opened one door, at 
the suggestion of a man in se­ 
rious trouble with the SEC. 
The first breath of this $200,- 
000 campaign contribution 
must have reeked of impro­ 
priety. But the blind monkeys 
on whom the President relied 
could see no evil and hear no 
evil, and plainly they could 
smell no evil either. 
It is late, but not too late, 
for Nixon to exert his per­ 
sonal leadership in clearing 
the air. If he fails to grasp the 
seriousness of the situation, 
and to respond effectively to 
it, he will yet forfeit much of 
the respect he has fought so 
long to earn.

Uniform Crime Reports for

cent overall. 
F B I 
records 
show 
that 
the 
last 
measurable 
decrease 
in 
crime was 2 per cent in 1957. 
“ This is the day that we 
have been looking forward to 
for many years.” said Atty. 
Gen. Richard G. Kleindienst. 
“ It is an important milestone 
in the fight to reduce crime 
and is directly attributable to 
the strong efforts of law 
e n fo rc e m e n t 
o ffic e r s 
throughout the nation to turn 
back the wave of crime that 
rolled up in the 1960s.” 
Forcible rape, however, 
was up 11 per cent for the 
year. Murders increased by 4 
per

and 
aggravated 
assault by 6 per cent. But a 4

recorded for robberies, which

The report, 
released by 
F B I

crimes of violence increased

Decreases in the number of 
serious crimes w ere reported 
by 94 major cities in 1972. 
This compared with 53 cities 
in 1971, 22 in 1970, and 17 in 
1969. 
An average decrease of 7 
per cent was reported for 
cities with more than 100.000 
population. Suburban areas, 
however, showed an increase 
of 2 per cent, but this was less 
than an 11 per cent increase 
in 1971.

Cooperative School Plan 
Studied to Reduce Costs 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
The state of Ohio hopes to try 
out a form of cooperative 
with 
a group of school 
districts to see if it can im­ 
prove instruction and cut 
costs. 
Educators call the ex­ 
periment an educational re­ 
sources district, but the title 
merely means that a number 
of districts — perhaps several 
counties — would share 
certain administrative and 
teaching services. 
The general idea is that 
schools would save monev 
buying books and supplies for 
many students over each dis­ 
trict buying for a few, or that 
some sophisticated services, 
say a computer, could be af­ 
forded for a large group of 
students but not for a smaller 
group. 
The experiment would cost 
the state $250,000 in the fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1974, and 
$500,000 for the fiscal year 
ending July 1, 1975. 
“ No definite decision has 
been made on what group will 
be a part of the model,” said 
Dr. Paul Spade, assistant su­ 
perintendent of public in­ 
struction. 
“ Basically the problem is 
that many districts, maybe 
one-half of them, have fewer 
than 5,000 pupils. These 
districts aren't big enough to 
provide the full range of 
services that is needed.” 
Such an educational re­ 
sources district is spelled out 
in 
the 
administration’s 
budget bill, House Bill No. 86. 
It would serve a minimum of 
35,000~pupils, maybe far 
more. 
“ In a metropolitan district, 
perhaps only one county 
would be included,” said Dr. 
Spade, “ but in Appalachian 
counties maybe as many as a 
dozen would be grouped.” 
Such 
a 
cooperative 
resources district would help 
with 
curriculum 
in 
the 
purchase and revising of 
teaching materials, in the 
selections of textbooks and 
other materials. 
It 
would 
get 
into 
cooperative purchasing of all 
manner of supplies. 
It would obtain educational 
statistical 
material, 
in­ 
formation 
systems 
and 
fin a n c ia l 
accounting 
systems, virtually all oper­ 
ating aspects. 
Additionally, it would pro­ 
vide, 
for 
instance, psy­ 
chological services not now 
available to small districts, 
even computer services. 
Computers figure to enter 
more and more into teaching, 
but the use of a computer is 


pegged on a minimum of 
60,000 pupils and is a part of a 
general 
desire 
among 
educators to make more 
economic units out of Ohio 
school districts. They have 
even talked about making all 
districts countvwide. 
“ You can forget that.” said 
a top education official, “ that 
one will never happen.” 
He meant that too many 
local pressures will prevent 
any 
general 
group 
of 
districts.
